T A X E X E M P T I O N S . 


By W. M. Black. 
Tho drive to abolish all tax exemp­ 
tions is still on. 
The persistence 
with which this propaganda is carried 
on and the distinguished financiers 
backing: it but emphasizes the need 
of w atchfulness on the part of the 
common 
people. 
A 
resolution 
to 
am end the Constitution to provide 
for the taxation of all public bonds, 
federal, 
municipal, 
stale, 
county, 
school district, etc., was pa: cd by 
the House before adjournm ent 
of 
Congress. 
Th; 
is not only a danger­ 
ous measure from the economic .ode, 
but is still more dangerous as a sur­ 
render of the power of the States 
over the issue of securities. 
One of 
the most dangerous argum ents in 
favor of this move is th a t it will com­ 
pel the rich to bear additional tax 
burdens that they evade today. 
At. 
the same time they make this argu­ 
m ent: The proponents insist th at it 
would raise the rate of interest of 
municipal and other bonds and thus 
check the output of bonds from those 
sources. 
There is no question but w hat it 
would raise the interest rates, be­ 
cause the world has never yet learn­ 
ed how to tax the lender of money 
and make him pay it. 
W e have tried 
to tax him but the lender has al­ 
ways been able to add all taxes and 
then some, on the rate of interest. 
Instead of abolishing the present Ii ‘ 
of tax exempt securities, we would 
be far wiser if we extended the l.s^ 
to include all notes, bonds and other 
credits. This would bring more mon­ 
ey into the open and consequently 
reduce the rate of interest that the 
ordinary man has to pay. 
Secretary Mellon is one of the 
leading advocates for taxing those 
securities now exempt. 
One of his 
reasons is little less than an insu.t 
to our intelligence: 
He says: “ Tax 
exemption encourages extravagance 
on the part of municipalities. 
The 
cities go furth er in expenditures, im­ 
provem ents and undertakings, than 
are necessary.” 
That sounds intel- 
est in g to come from a man ranking 
am ong the five or six richest men in 
America. 
Then again, the railway 
and utility interests are very strong 
against tax exempt securities. 
It 
does not make it quite so easy for 
them to exploit capital. 
One of them 
says:
